E COMMUNISTS are people of a special mould. We 
are made of special material. We are those who com- 
prise the army of the great proletarian strategist, the army 
of Comrade Lenin. There is nothing higher than the honor 
to belong to this army. There is nothing higher than the 
title of member of the Party founded and led by Comrade 
Lenin. It is not given to all to be members of such a Party. 
It is not given to all to withstand the stress and storm that 
accompanies membership in such a Party. Sons of the work- 
ing class, sons of poverty and struggle, sons of incredible 
deprivation and heroic effort—these are the ones who must 
first of all be members of such a Party. That is why the 
Leninist Party, the Communist Party, at the same time calls 

itself the party of the working class. 


In departing from us, Comrade Lenin bequeathed to us 
the duty of holding aloft and guarding the purity of the 
great title of member of the Party. We vow to you, Com- 
rade Lenin, that we will fulfill your bequest with honor. 


For twenty-five years Comrade Lenin reared our Party 
and finally reared it into the strongest and most steeled 
workers’ party in the world. 


The blows of Tsarism and its agents, the fury of the 
bourgeoisie and the landlords, the armed attacks of Kolchak 
and Denikin, the armed intervention of England and France, 
the lies and slander of the hundred-mouthed bourgeois press 
—all these scorpions persistently hurled themselves at our 
Party during the course of a quarter of a century. But our 
Party stood firm as a rock, repelled the innumerable blows 
of its enemies and led the working.class forward to victory. 
In the midst of fierce battles our Party forged the unity and 
compactness of its ranks. And by its unity and compactness 
it achieved victory over the enemies of the working class. 


In departing from us, Comrade Lenin bequeathed to us 
the duty of guarding the unity of our Party like the apple 
of our eye. We vow to you, Comrade Lenin, that we will 
also fulfill this bequest of yours with honor. 


Heavy and unbearable is the lot of the working class. 
Painful and burdensome are the sufferings of the toilers. 
Slaves and slave-owners, serfs and feudal lords, peasants 
and landlords, workers and capitalists, oppressed and op- 
pressors—such has been the structure of the world for ages, 
and such it remains today in the overwhelming majority of 
countries. 


Scores and hundreds of times in the course of centuries 
have the toilers tried to throw their oppressors off their 
backs and become masters of their own conditions. But every 
time, defeated and disgraced, they were compelled to re- 
treat, their hearts burning with shame and degradation, an- 
ger and despair, and they turned their eyes to the unknown, 
to the heavens, where they hoped to find salvation. The 
chains of slavery remained intact, or else the old chains 
were exchanged for new ones equally burdensome and de- 
grading. Only in our country have the oppressed and sup- 
pressed masses of toilers succeeded in throwing off the rule 
of the landlords and capitalists and in putting in its place 
the rule of the workers and peasants. 


You know, comrades, and now the whole world admits 
this, that this gigantic struggle was led by Comrade Lenin 
and his Party.

Not 
only does the dictatorship of the proletariat release these 
people from their chains and oppression, but these peoples, 
by their unbounded loyalty to the republic of Soviets and 
their readiness to make sacrifices for it, release our repub- 
lic of Soviets from the designs and attacks of the enemies of 
the working class. That is why Comrade Lenin untiringly 
urged upon us the necessity for establishing a voluntary al- 
liance of the nations of our country, the necessity of fra- 
—— cooperation within the framework of a Union of Re- 
publics.

Meanwhile, Louisiana's Senator Ellender was 
in the midst of his six-day filibuster designed 
to “protect the South.” 

While Senator McKellar of Tenn., was 
sabotaging the measure, the Herald Courier 
was stating editorially: “Southern Senators 
now attacking it (the bill) and filibustering 
against it do not reflect the sentiment of 
most of the Southern people.” 

The editorial comment of these news- 
papers reflect a labor and progressive move- 
ment developing in the South in which the 
CIO is playing a leading role.

New 
workers selected by Stalin as 
suited to this work must imme- 
diately be ordered to the South- 
ern Front. These conditions were 
fully accepted. 

To set in motion the huge, cum- 
bersome set-up (extending from 
the Volga to the Polish-Ukrain- 
lan border) known as the South- 
ern Front, which included several 
hundred thousand troops, a pre- 
cise plan of operations and a 
clearly formulated objective were 
required. This objective could then 
be placed before the troops and 
by regrouping and concentrating 
the best forces at the main points 
a blow could be dealt to the 
enemy.

Comrade Stalin encountered a 
most precarious situation at the 
front. On the main sector of 
Kursk-Oryol-Tula we were be- 
ing beaten, the eastern flank was 
helplessly marking time. As re-
